FOR anyone who assumed Ukip was 
a spent force, a victory in a small 
scale local by-election this week 
should make you think again. 

It may have achieved its primary 
objective - namely seeing Britain 
commit to leaving the European 
Union - and losing its charismatic 
frontman Nigel Farage, but it seems 
its approach to politics has ensured it 
has become an established party. 

Granted, the ward of Ashford 
Borough Council which saw 
Labour’s previously held seat lost saw 
a rather paltry turnout of a 
little over 20 per cent, but 
that’s democracy for you. 

Of course, you could 
comfortably see it as a bigger 
blow for Labour. Because the 
ward in question is exactly 
the sort of place the party 
should be winning comfort¬ 
ably.

country then this should be a modest 
warning that he’s simply not got 
sufficient clout. 

All of which makes the possibility 
of a new centre left party - created 
from the remains of what was once a 
sizeable Lib Dem party and those 
centre-leaning Labour supporters - 
such an appetising one for so many. 

The centre ground is where the 
majority of people find the most 
common ground, and thus it makes 
sense to assume only there is the 
clout to secure any form of parlia¬ 
mentary authority. We take a look 
at the issues gauge local 
reaction to such a proposition 
inside this weekend’s paper. 

Because, as I’ve said here 
before, a government is only 
truly working at its very best 
when it has a strong and 
united opposition, capable of 
engaging the public and 
challenging the 
incumbents. And 
that benefits all 
of society.

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James eyes Ukip hotseat 
as leadership fight starts

A SOUTH east MEP who went to 
school in Medway, has emerged as the 
favourite to succeed Nigel Farage as 
Ukip announced its list of candidates 
for party leadership this week. 

Diane James is now the front¬ 
runner after fellow MEP Steven 
Woolfe’s application was consid¬ 
ered to be ineligible as a result of a 
late submission. 

Mrs James, who was educated at 
Rochester Grammar School, 
previously worked as a councillor 
in Surrey before losing her seat to 
the Conservatives. 

Should she succeed, she faces 
steering the party through perhaps 
its most challenging period. Post 
referendum it must now seek to 
build on remarkable recent election 
success, having achieved its 
primary goal of leaving the EU and 
having lost its charismatic 
frontman, who resigned following 
Brexit. 

Mr Farage, from Westerham, may 
divide political opinion, but he has 
spearheaded the most remarkable 
rise of his party in recent years. 

Ukip is the main opposition on Kent 


County Council and controls its first 
ever council in Thanet. 

Mrs James was selected by North 
West Hampshire Ukip to be its 
candidate in December 2014. 
However, a few hours after making 
a speech at the party’s spring 
conference in Margate she stepped 
down from the Westminster 
candidacy “for personal reasons”. 

Mr Farage has urged his succes¬ 
sor to “bypass” Ukip’s national 
executive committee (NEC), 


claiming the governing body 
contains “total amateurs” who 
have acted as a “barrier to radical 
change and modernisation”. 

This week, Mr Farage said: “Ukip 
now needs to be patient and play the 
long game, and to live without its 
velvet-collared, beer-drinking, 
cigarette-wielding cartoonist’s dream. 

“I will not attempt to influence 
the choice of Ukip members in this 
contest but urge them to vote for 
the person who will represent the 


party best on the big media stages 
and out there around the country, 
where it really matters.” 

He said of the NEC: “Many of its 
current crop are among the lowest 
grade of people I have ever met.” 

Mrs James will be joined on the 
ballot paper by Bill Etheridge, 
Elizabeth Jones, Jonathan Arnott, 
Lisa Duffy and Phillip Broughton. 

The winner will be declared at 
the party’s conference on Septem¬ 
ber 15. 


Secamb plays merger 
talk down as it agrees 
closer working deal 


Duo pay high price for failing 
to care for bulldog's skin 


KENT’S troubled ambulance service 
has denied claims it is to merge with 
another trust as it announces an 
agreement of “formal collaborative 
working”. 

South East Coast Ambulance 
Service (Secamb) has struck a deal 
with the neighbouring South Central 
Ambulance Service (SCAS), which 
operates in Berkshire, Buckingham¬ 
shire, Hampshire and Oxfordshire, to 
ensure more expertise and best 
practice will be shared. 

The work will include an initial 
focus on areas identified as requiring 
urgent attention following Secamb’s 
recent COC inspection, which 
revealed “a culture of bullying and 
harassment”. 

It was one of a series of blows for 
the trust in recent months, following 
a scandal of delaying sending help 
for certain calls to allow extra time 
for patient assessments and revela¬ 
tions of computer system failures 
during emergency callouts. 

The closer working follows similar 


approaches elsewhere in the country 
and is in line with the Carter Review, 
published in February this year, in 
which it is set out that procedures 
should be standardised and neighbour¬ 
ing NHS trusts should work more 
closely to save money and improve care. 

Chairman Tony Thorne resigned 
in March, before chief executive Paul 
Sutton also left the trust two months 
later. Both Secamb and SCAS say 
they will explore further opportuni¬ 
ties to work together to reduce costs, 
accelerate improvements and 
maintain high quality services for 
patients. 

Secamb acting chief executive 
Geraint Davies said: “As we have 
seen elsewhere in the ambulance 
sector, there has been a move to 
share best practices and work more 
collaboratively in key areas.” 

Bosses are clear the collaboration 
is not the start of a merger between 
the trusts, however it is understood 
such a move may not be off the table 
altogether in future.

Arise Sir Michael: Senior 
Tory MP’s knighthood in 
Cameron’s farewell gift

SEVENOAKS MP Michael Fallon is to 
be awarded a knighthood in the 
honours list put forward by former 
prime minister David Cameron. 

The list has come into fierce criti¬ 
cism since some details were leaked 
last weekend. 

Mr Cameron, who resigned fol¬ 
lowing the EU referendum defeat, 
and was replaced last month by 
Theresa May at Number 10, used his 
final honours list to reward his po¬ 
litical allies and to give the Conserv¬ 
ative Party a majority in the House 
of Lords. 

He created 13 Tory life peers giving 
the Tories 207 - one more than Labour 
- and dished out gongs for political al¬ 
lies, Downing Street aides and promi¬ 
nent supporters of the campaign to 
remain in the European Union. 

Mr Fallon, 64, who was first elect¬ 
ed to Westminster in 1983 in Dar¬ 
lington, but lost in 1993, has been a 
senior figure in the party since being

selected for the safe Sevenoaks seat 
in 1997 - a constituency he has rep¬ 
resented ever since. 

A previous vice chairman of the 
party, since 2014, he has served as 
secretary of state for defence and 


been a member of the National Secu¬ 
rity Council. 

He was one of the few to retain his 
cabinet seat in Mrs May’s reshuffle 
when she came to power. 

Others receiving awards include 
Tory treasurer Andrew Fraser, and 
political aides Gabrielle Bertin and 
Camilla Cavendish who both worked 
at Number 10. They are being given 
peerages. 

Knighthoods have been given to 
cabinet minister Patrick McLough- 
lin and former ministers Oliver 
Letwin and Hugo Swire, while 
former chancellor George Osborne 
becomes a Companion of Honour. 

The list was denounced as “a sorry 
legacy” by democracy campaigners 
the Electoral Reform Society (ERS), 
which called on Theresa May to “sort 
out this mess once and for all” by al¬ 
lowing voters to choose members of 
the Upper House of Parliament . 

ERS chief executive Katie Ghose 
said: “His parting gift of 16 lords is a 
sorry legacy, both in terms of cost to 
the taxpayer and the quality of our 
democracy.”

Rare giraffe is 
born at wild 
animal park 

A CRITICALLY endangered giraffe calf 
has been born at Port Lympne wildlife 
park - the first time it has welcomed 
such an addition in eight years. 

Keepers and staff at the site, near 
Hythe, welcomed the female Rothschild 
to first time parents, Valentino and 
Lunar. 

She has already been spotted at the 
reserve, stepping out to explore the 
outdoor yard of her enclosure. 

Animal manager, Simon Jeffery said: 
“We are absolutely over the moon to 
welcome this lovely calf. 

“We’ve all been waiting anxiously for 
her arrival and managed to capture the 
‘first moments’ on CCTV. 

“Watching the footage back, we can 
see that the little one was trying to 
stand up shortly after birth, just as she 
would in the wild.” 

Keeper Victoria Snook added: “This is 
Lunar’s first calf and stands at a leggy 
five feet tall. 

“Although it’s early days, she is 
suckling well and already starting to 
explore, under the watchful eyes of her 
mum Lunar and auntie, Lehana.” 

It is estimated approximately 750 
individual Rothschild giraffe remain in 
the wild. Port Lympne is part of a 
European breeding programme, 
designed to save the species. 


Law review following 
row over city homes 

AN INVESTIGATION is underway to ensure there 
is no repeat of the situation which saw a London 
council outmuscle Canterbury for more than 200 
homes in the city. 

The London Borough of Redbridge made the 
most comprehensive bid for the accommodation 
back in May and now the Local Government 
Association (LGA) is looking to put measures in 
place to ensure it doesn't happen again after 
complaints by council leader Simon Cook. 

LGA Chairman Lord Porter said: "The LGA will 
seek to lead this as part of our work on the future 
services for preventing homelessness and 
adapting to welfare reform, and will investigate 
how legislative change may help enable this.’ ’ 

Cllr Cook said:' ‘We’re pleased that the LGA 
agrees this is a matter of concern and we’ll be 
working closely with them over the coming 
months. 

"It’s a complex situation, but we are clear that 
without any action, further problems will occur.” 


Hospital hopes rise 
as nursing jobs fill up 

STRUGGLING Medway Maritime Hospital has hailed 
a substantial reduction in its nursing vacancies as 
further evidence of an upturn in performance. 

The emergency department’s vacancy rate is now 
24 per cent - down from 65 per cent last November 
and ahead of the department’s target, which aims to 
achieve a vacancy rate of ten per cent by the end of 
October. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust, which runs the 
hospital, was placed in special measures in July 2013 
due to concerns over mortality rates and standards of 
care. It has since been tasked with trasnforming its 
fortunes. It says the recruitment of well motivated staff 
can lead to patients recovering faster and returning 
home more quickly. 

Cliff Evans, consultant nurse (emergency care) at 
the Gillingham hospital, said:' ‘We now have a 
strategy in place that not only places a huge emphasis 
on recruiting staff, but also focuses on retaining and 
educating nursing professionals once we get them 
through the front door.’ ’ 


Windsurfer rescued 
as blown off course 

A WINDSURFER who went missing only to be 
discovered two miles from where he was last sighted, 
is recovering this weekend after being rescued by 
lifeboat crews. 

The surfer had last been seen by RNLI lifeguards at 
Minnis Bay in blustery conditions on Wednesday 
night. But when they lost sight of him, coastguards 
were alerted and an air and sea rescue operation was 
launched. 

Lifeboat teams from Margate and the rescue 
helicopter from Lydd were deployed to assist in the 
search. He was finally spotted by the coastal survey 
vessel the Thames Guardian some two miles down 
the coast and taken on board showing signs of shock 
and seasickness. 

Peter Barker, spokesman for the Margate Lifeboat 
Station said: 1 ‘This chap owes his life to the vigilance 
of both the RNLI lifeguards and the passing survey 
vessel which located him some distance from where 
he got into difficulties. If you see anything suspicious 
at sea dial 999 and ask for the coastguard.' ’

Royal Mail site to form centre 
of county town masterplan

MUCH-needed homes are part of a ‘masterp¬ 
lan’ for Maidstone after two councils joined 
forced in a deal to buy the 3.5 acre former 
Royal Mail centre and delivery site in the 
county town. 

The site in Sandling Road has been identi¬ 
fied as a key plot of land in unlocking the po¬ 
tential transformation of the area. 

Maidstone Borough Council and Kent 
County Council, who expect to complete the 
purchase next month, aim to use the site as a 
mixed-use development, including retail 
space, homes, offices, increased parking and 
an improved interchange between buses, 
trains and taxis. 

The two authorities will jointly seek to 
produce a masterplan for the site. 

It is hoped as this develops they will be able 
to promote collaboration with other land- 
owners in the vicinity which would form the 
basis for a broader scheme encompassing 
Maidstone East railway station and the 
former Old Vic pub. 

The plan is expected to take three to five 
years to complete and consultants will be ap¬ 
pointed to ensure that the scheme is as at¬ 
tractive as possible to private sector partners 
and wins local backing.

In the meantime, part of the former mail 
centre and delivery office site is being sub-let 
to a charity for use as a depot. 

Further temporary uses for the site are be¬ 
ing sought and additional parking spaces 
will be made available. 

Fran Wilson, leader of Maidstone Borough 
Council, said: “This is a strategically impor¬ 
tant regeneration project and by working in 
partnership to purchase the site we can se¬ 
cure the best outcome for the county town. 
The area has been an eyesore for a number of 


years. Working together we can create 
something that residents will be proud of 
and which will bring the jobs and homes 
that the town needs.” 

Gary Cooke, KCC’s cabinet member for 
corporate and democratic services and a 
local Maidstone member said: “Our prop¬ 
erty team has been working on this scheme 
with colleagues from Maidstone ever since 
Royal Mail took the decision to market the 
site and I am delighted to see all those ef¬ 
forts come to fruition.” 


LABOUR has lost a local council by-election in 
Ashford to Ukip - and only just narrowly avoided 
slumping into third place. 

The Beaver Green ward, vacated by the 
resignation of Labour councillor Jill Britcher in 
June, was won comfortably by Ukip’s Ryan 
Macpherson, 29. He polled 373 votes, Labour 243, 
Conservatives 240 and the Green candidate 31. 
Turnout was just 21 per cent. 

Dartford Crossing to 
close overnight

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Freight boss warns of‘grave’ 
fears at migrant violence rise 



A HAULAGE company boss has 
called for greater protection for 
truckers as he warned of a “second 
summer of crisis” in Calais. 

Dan Cook, operations director of 
Dartford-based Europa Road, said 
his drivers had been the victims of 
four attacks in the past two weeks. 

He said one driver was attacked 
by three people with knives at an 
AS24 station in Calais, leaving him 
with a cut to his arm. 

The assailants ran off when 
another truck arrived, he said. 

On another three occasions, 
trucks had been stopped on main 
approach roads to the port by 
people throwing rocks and trees 
into the carriageway. 

Mr Cook has written to the Road 
Haulage Association (RHA) calling 
for action to protect his workers. 


He said: “We have seen a 
significant and dangerous spike in 
migrant activity. 

“In the last two weeks alone, we 
have had four incidents that person¬ 
ally I find gravely concerning.” 


The Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association 
(FTA) has called for the ‘jungle’ 
migrant camp at Calais to be moved 
away from the port town amid fears 
Brexit may see a surge in migrants. 


Could ferries soon get 
armed security patrols? 


THE prospect of armed sea 
marshals on cross-Channel 
ferries took a step closer as 
armed personnel took part in 
an on-board security exercise 
this week on a ferry sailing 
from Portsmouth. 

There have been increasing 
concerns that terrorists could 
target the ships with some 
reports suggesting vessels 
operating on the Dover to 
Calais route could be at risk. 

This week, Brittany Ferries 
carried out an exercise on the 
Mont St Michel ferry, travelling 
from Portsmouth to Caen, as 
part of moves to make the highly 
trained military personnel part 
of the security network. 

Announcements in English 
and French alerted up to 800 
passengers that they were in the 
middle of a security exercise. 


Half-way through the 
crossing, at about 5.30pm on 
Monday, around three hours 
before the ship’s scheduled 
arrival in France, three armed 
French sea marshals wearing 
full military kit landed on the 
ship by helicopter. 

The marshals, who are 
effectively part of the French 
military, patrolled the ship and 
carried out other security 
measures. 

The exercise was part of a 
potential ramping up of 
security in light of recent terror 
attacks in France and elsewhere 
in Europe, amid fears there may 
be more to come. 

French authorities are keen 
to be seen to be proactive, 
particularly on French-flagged 
vessels, to tackle potential 
security threats. 


Church gets lottery cash 

ST MARY Magdalene church in Cobham has 
been awareded up to £24,2000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund to help its restoration 
and refurbishment project. 

The Grade 1 listed mediaeval parish 
church needs significant repairs, which this 
award will help to fund. 


Farewell at cathedral 

RECEIVER general of Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral, John Meardon, has retired after 18 
years as its most senior lay member. 

Brig Meardon joined the cathedral after 
serving for 34 years with the Royal Marines, 
including both as a commando and a 
helicopter pilot. 


Space adventure looms 

A GRADUATE from the University of Kent’s 
School of Physical Sciences (SPS) has 
accepted a position with the European 
Space Agency’s (ESA) young graduate 
trainee programme. 

Sam Leakey from Scotland, is one of only 
80 successful applicants from across Europe.

LORRY driver Andi Vezuli, 43, who holds a 
joint Albanian-Italian nationality, has been 
jailed at Canterbury Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to smuggling 20 kilos of 
cocaine through Dover Eastern Docks.

Dreamland to fight another day 
as creditors strike an agreement 


The park operator owes millions but, as Tom Pyman reports, it will continue to trade this summer 


D reamland will contin¬ 
ue to trade this summer 
despite rising debts in¬ 
curred by the park’s op¬ 
erator, administrators 
have confirmed. 

A meeting was called after Sands 
Heritage Ltd entered into a voluntary 
arrangement last December to pay 
back its creditors, many of whom are 
owed thousands of pounds. 

Benjamin Wiles, managing direc¬ 
tor of Duff & Phelps, which is operat¬ 
ing the park while its in administra¬ 
tion, said: “A meeting of creditors was 
held Thursday, during which we con¬ 
firmed that Dreamland will continue 
to trade. 

“By doing so we are able to imple¬ 
ment a plan to turnaround the busi¬ 
ness through investment in the site, 
enhancing the customer experience 
and developing an exciting pro¬ 
gramme of future events. 

“It is our aim to maximise the re¬ 
turn for creditors, and in our experi¬ 
ence, these enhancements and in¬ 
vestment will improve the prospects 
for a successful outcome for the busi¬ 
ness.” 

Repayment is a complex process, 
with something of a hierarchy of 
creditors needing to be acknowl¬ 
edged, with secured creditors priori¬ 
tised. 

When a business becomes insol¬ 
vent, sale of the specific asset, usually 
property, over which security is held 
provides repayment for such a credi¬ 
tor. 

This is usually paid in full, and 
then administrators make their way 
further down the hierarchy. 

Mr Wiles told us last month that 
the administrators were “certain 
there is a bright future” for the popu¬ 


lar Margate attraction. 

In a report issued to creditors 
ahead of Thursday’s crunch meeting, 
Duff & Phelps bosses admitted a sale 
of the business and assets of the com¬ 
pany is likely to be the eventual out¬ 
come of the administration as total 
debts of some £14 million were re¬ 
vealed. 

They did stress, however, that an 
immediate sale is not being pursued. 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale 
agreed with Mr Wiles that there were 
only positive things on the horizon 
for the theme park. 

“I’m very pleased because Dream¬ 
land is an extremely important local 
and national asset and it still has a 
great future,” he told KoS. 

“I’m glad that the creditors have 
maintained their trust in it and this is 
a real demonstration of goodwill that 
Dreamland deserves.” 

However, the park suffered a blow 
last week when it was announced 
that, for the second consecutive sum¬ 
mer, thrillseekers will have to make 
do without the Scenic Railway - for 
the time being at least. 

The iconic rollercoaster is current¬ 
ly undergoing repairs, and while 
bosses insist it will be operational 
again in the coming days, it is a dev¬ 
astating setback in the middle of what 
is likely to be the park’s peak period. 

CEO Eddie Kemsley said: “The Sce¬ 
nic Railway’s lift rope requires re¬ 
placement. 

“Due to the ride’s vintage nature 
the bespoke new lift rope needs to be 
replaced by a specialist engineer and 
unlike more modern rides with off the 
shelf parts, for a ride such as Dream¬ 
land’s Grade II Scenic Railway, this 
procurement process takes a little 
longer. 


“Our engineering team are work¬ 
ing tirelessly to secure a date for the 
rope’s replacement and get the ride up 
and running as soon as possible.” 

The park re-opened last summer to 
great fanfare, but opening of the Sce¬ 
nic Railway was delayed until Octo¬ 
ber, much to the frustration of visitors 
and, many suspect, the detriment of 
revenue for Sands Heritage Ltd. 

A number of key, high-profile 
events over the next few months 
could also help determine the venue’s 
future. 

As well as the annual summer rush 
with children and families on holi¬ 
day, there are also various festivals in 
September and October, including of 
course, Halloween activity. 

Indeed, it was announced this 
week that pop icon Jarvis Cocker is set 
to join the likes of Wolf Alice, Super 
Furry Animals, Bat For Lashes and 
Wild Beast at the park’s By The Sea 
festival later this year. 

However, Sir Roger said that while 
he was frustrated by the malfunc¬ 
tioning Scenic Railway, he didn’t feel 
the summer and early autumn at¬ 
tractions were fundamental to 
Dreamland’s success, and that it had 
the ability to attract crowds 12 
months a year. 

“I’m concerned about issues 
around the Scenic Railway having 
had a multi-million pound refit but 
still breaks down after just nine 
months,” he said. 

“But the guys running it are trying 
to do things to establish it as all all¬ 
year-round amusement park. 

“The heritage is a large part of it, of 
course, but it is only part of it and I 
don’t believe it is over-reliant on these 
summer months. 

“There’s the Octopus’ Garden [also

recently shut for repairs following a 
leak] which is a great attraction for 
children, my granchildren absolutely 
love it, so we want to get that open as 
swiftly as possible. 

“And there were thousands of visi¬ 
tors at the winter fair last year, okay, 
they were lucky with the weather but 
Eddie Kemsley and her team have 
shown you can make it work 
throughout the year.” 

The park has made a number of 
moves in recent weeks to try and 
drive revenue, including the drop¬ 
ping of the entry fee into the park. 

Instead, Dreamland has now be¬ 
come a pay-to-ride venue, with wrist¬ 
bands available for £12 for all those 
measuring over 1.25m and £8 for 
those under wanting to go on its 
rides. 

There is also be weekend pass for 
those staying for both Saturdays and 
Sunday. 

There appears to have been an im¬ 
mediate effect in terms of footfall, as 


one Saturday in July saw some 
10,000 visitors make their way to 
Dreamland as the sun shone on 
Thanet - a record crowd. 

Administrators say revenue raised 
during this peak period can be used 
to help pay off some of Sands Herit¬ 
age’s growing debt. 

The site is owned by Thanet District 
Council, and a spokesperson said fol¬ 
lowing the decision: “The fact of 
Sands Heritage Ltd going into admin¬ 
istration was a failure of that compa¬ 
ny, not of the council, which has act¬ 
ed in good faith and tried its utmost to 
maintain a successful Dreamland. 

“Despite these efforts, the company 
did enter administration, a decision 
over which the council had no con¬ 
trol. 

“We are now working positively 
with the administrator to help keep 
the park open and play our part in 
trying to find a long-term solution to 
what is a fantastic attraction which 
we should all be proud of.” 
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We need more money to handle 
mental health cases, says PCC 

Matthew Scott has kept a low profile since his election in May, but as he appeared before his first 
governance meeting this week, he made it clear that Whitehall needs to help cope with rising concern

K ENT’s police and crime 
commissioner says he 
will make a bid to govern¬ 
ment for more funding to 
help officers in their han¬ 
dling of mental health cases. 

It comes after police chiefs this 
week revealed an alarming lack of 
beds for people suffering from mental 
illness that are picked up by officers 
across the county. 

In some cases, patients have even 
been forced to stay in police cells due 
to a lack of available medical facili¬ 
ties. 

Attending his first governance 
board meeting at Kent Police head¬ 
quarters in Maidstone - an opportu¬ 
nity once every quarter to grill the 
chief constable - Matthew Scott heard 
of a worrying shortage, meaning of¬ 
ficers now spend approximately a 
third of their time dealing with men¬ 
tal health issues. 

The lack of capacity in the county 
was so severe, there were even in¬ 
stances of having to transport people 
as far as Yorkshire in order to be ade¬ 
quately placed and supported, the 
meeting was told. 

The issue is exacerbated by funding 
shortages for both the police and the 
NHS which is putting both organisa¬ 
tions under considerable pressure. 

Nationally, it is estimated that 
around six per cent of calls and 20 per 
cent of deployment time for police of¬ 
ficers is as a result of, or aggravated 
by poor mental health. 

Just this week, the stabbing inci¬ 
dent in London’s Russell Square - in 
which an American tourist was killed 
and several others injured - is thought 
to be mental health related rather 
than, as first feared, terrorism relat¬ 
ed. 

But Kent Police’s chief constable 
Alan Pughsley, who is in charge of all 
operational issues with regards the 
county’s policing, warned the figures 
in the county were in fact even higher 
and continuing to rise. 

“The 24/7 nature of policing and 
ease of access via 999 or 101 [calls] 
invariably means that Kent Police of¬ 
ten becomes the first point of contact 
for people in mental health crisis 
rather than the last,” he said. 

“It may also be a case of people hav¬ 
ing more faith in the force and want¬ 
ing to call us than they perhaps did 
before. 

“The shortage of beds means we 
have to look after them in custody or 
in police cars, sometimes for several 
hours, because there’s just not the ca¬ 
pacity elsewhere, and that cannot be 
right. 

“In the past we were taking people 
as far as Yorkshire to try and find 
beds so we need to make sure there is 
sufficient accommodation locally.” 



and that’s important for two rea¬ 
sons,” he told KoS. 

“One, because it’s police time that 
could be spent on other matters such 
as being out on the beat or dealing 
with crimes and investigations but 
also for the individual as well to make 
sure they’re getting the support they 
need when they’re vulnerable.” 

A former office manager to Bexley- 
heath and Crayford Tory MP David 
Evennett, Mr Scott, 32, lives in 
Swanley with his wife Nina and was 
the youngest of the six candidates to 
stand for the role of commissioner 
earlier this year. 

“Getting more beds is just one part 
of the solution,” he added. 

“We do have more awareness of 
mental health now and more people 
coming forward as we’ve addressed 
some of the stigma. 

“But we need to make sure that 
everyone with an interest in mental 
health who is part of the system does 
their bit, and I’ve been very con¬ 
cerned that we’ve had cases of police 
officers spending their entire shift 
trying to find a mental health bed for 
someone they’ve picked up early on. 

“We can’t continue on that basis 
because that’s not good for police re¬ 
sources, nor the individual being kept 
in a police car for that amount of 
time.” 

Mr Scott was positive about the 
number of potential solutions to what 
appears to be a growing problem but 
ultimately, as ever, with the force fac- 

I ing another £33m slash to its budget, 
a lot of it simply comes down to mon- 
|ey. 

“There are several things we can 
do,” he said. 

“We can make sure the person is 
getting the right support - in the force 
control room we have the Mind [a 
Kent-based mental health charity] 
counsellors who are providing guid¬ 
ance to people who are phoning 101. 

“There is an issue about the 
number of safe places that we have for 
people so the Crisis Care Concordat [a 
national agreement between services 
and agencies, such as Kent Police and 
clinical commissioning groups, in¬ 
volved in the care and support of vul¬ 
nerable people], are going to put a bid 
to the Department of Health for fund¬ 
ing to create more safe places. 

“It’s also about training and aware¬ 
ness for individual officers so they 
have got the skills and support they 
need.” 

In April of next year, a Police and 
Crime Bill is likely to come into effect, 
in which the home secretary will de¬ 
cide the only circumstances when 
police custody will be used as a place 
of safety. 

Mr Scott replaced Ann Barnes, the 
independent candidate who was pre¬ 
viously head of the Kent Police Au¬ 
thority - which was disbanded to cre¬ 
ate the PCC role - with a comfortable 
victory in May’s election.

Only in exceptional circumstances 
should a police custody suite be used 
to manage seriously disturbed and 
aggressive behaviour. The aim is in¬ 
stead to transfer the people in ques¬ 
tion to the force’s partners who can 
provide the help and support they 
need. 

Mr Pughsley revealed details of an 
arrangement Kent Police has negoti¬ 
ated with South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (Secamb) to transport 
patients detained under Section 136 
of the Mental Health Act. 

Ambulances are requested to 
transport patients around 50 per 
cent of the time, with the rest of the 
transportations tending to be made 


by police officers. 

The response time to transport a 
patient to a place of safety is agreed by 
Secamb to be 60 minutes where there 
are no other medical concerns identi¬ 
fied or the patient is not being actively 
restrained and at risk. 

However, concerns were raised 
over the fact that Secamb is the only 
ambulance trust nationally to aim for 
a 60 minute response, with all other 
trusts aiming to respond to non-med¬ 
ical emergency calls in 30 minutes. 

“It’s a worry because that means 
an officer who is dealing with some¬ 
body who is at risk of harming them¬ 
selves or others, they would have to 
wait another half-an-hour which is a 


long time,” Mr Pughsley said. 

“As a result they have to take cus¬ 
tody, but if the response time was 
only 30 minutes, the officers might be 
able to wait. 

“If the status quo remains, my staff 
are going to struggle and if a third [of 
police time] becomes a half, it’s going 
to get very, very difficult.” 

The Conservative Mr Scott, who 
beat off competition from the likes of 
Ukip’s Henry Bolton to secure the 
£85,000-a-year post in May’s elec¬ 
tion, said tackling issues relating to 
mental health were a cornerstone of 
his six-point plan. 

“I think it’s absolutely vital that we 
address it because it’s on the increase

County doing 
more than 
most to help 
Syrian refugees 

Yet only a handful of our district councils have 
taken in families fleeing from war-torn areas to 
help meet the 20,000 target by 2020, according 
to a select committee report issued this week. It 
raises concern as to why others are not assisting

L OCAL authorities in Kent have hit 
back after a government report said 
more councils need to “pull their 
weight” and accept more Syrian refu¬ 
gees to ease the migration crisis. 

The report, published by the home affairs 
select committee after a year-long enquiry, 
found EU action to address the crisis it should 
have foreseen was “too little, too late”. 

It reveals for the first time the number of 
Syrian refugees resettled in each local author¬ 
ity area; and many across the country are yet 
to take any. 

The report said: “These figures show many 
local authorities (LAs) are not pulling their 
weight in resettling Syrian refugees, and there 
is scant evidence the government is on track to 
meet its commitment to resettle 20,000 Syri¬ 
ans by 2020. 

“The committee says ministers should show 
leadership by encouraging their own constitu¬ 
ency LAs to take refugees.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury Justin Welby 
has described the scale of the crisis as “colos¬ 
sal”, with over 1.2 million first time applica¬ 
tions for asylum in EU member states in 2015, 
double the 562,680 in 2014, with over half of 
these from ongoing war-torn countries Syria, 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

However, the overwhelming response to the 
report in Kent is that the county has handled 
responsibility well. 


While Kent County Council is co-ordinating 
and offering a supporting role, it is the districts 
and boroughs in the county that are responsi¬ 
ble for deciding how many refugees they are 
able to take and where they are going to put 
them. 

Ashford appears to be leading the way hav¬ 
ing welcomed seven families, totalling 33 indi¬ 
viduals, including 10 children who are al¬ 
ready in school. 

It also has one refugee in employment after 
he arrived with a good level of English. 

The other families, none of whom spoke any 
English at all on arrival, are, say council 
chiefs, “incredibly keen” for any type of em¬ 
ployment and have been working hard to 
learn English in order to achieve this, the 
council said. 

It also confirmed it is not accommodating 
any refugee families in social housing and is 
on track to continue to welcome up to ten fam¬ 
ilies per year for each of the five years of the 
government scheme. 

Conservative council leader Gerry Clarkson 
said: “We continue to be proud to welcome 
these vulnerable Syrian refugee families to 
our borough from camps around Syria via the 
UNHCR [United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees] programme. 

“We are providing a humanitarian response 
to the situation and as an organisation we pas¬ 
sionately believe it is the right thing to do. 

“The caring response of our residents and 
our own council staff has been extremely posi¬ 
tive and I know the families have been grateful 
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SECURITY OF ENTRANCE POINTS STILL A KEY CONCERN 


As well as encouraging more 
authorities to take their fair share, the 
report explored the magnitude of the 
migration crisis in Kent and beyond 
over the last 12 months. 

In July 2015, Calais was blockaded by 
a series of strikes by French ferry 
workers which led to long delays and 
increased opportunities for migrants 
and refugees to attempt to board UK 
bound vehicles. 

For example, on July 2-3, it was 
reported that up to 150 migrants had 
stormed the tunnel, causing disrup¬ 
tion to services leading to delays and 
cancellations, some of whom died in 
doing so. 

Since then, security has been 
beefed up, with Eurotunnel introduc¬ 
ing the use of drones as a way of 
tightening its controls even further. 

Perhaps as a result of increased 
difficulty in crossing from Calais to 
Folkestone or Dover, the report 
warned that smaller ports are now 
being used by criminal gangs to 
move people between the continent 
and the UK. 

Two men were sentenced last 
week for trying to smuggle in 
migrants through Dymchurch. 

Border Force has been given a key 
role in implementing strengthened 


coastal security measures, and was 
awarded new powers earlier this 
year, but the committee said it was 
clear that it is experiencing problems 
in gaining access to a sufficient 
number of patrol boats and has 
encouraged use of Navy resources to 
help combat the crisis. 

Only four of the new vessels are 
currently deployed and the remain¬ 
ing four will not be available for more 
than a year. 

“Maritime patrols are an essential 
element of border security for an 
island nation,” MPs said. 

“Border Force needs to be given 
all the necessary equipment, 
including vessels, to enable it to 
carry out its responsibilities effec¬ 
tively. 

“The number of Border Force 
vessels in operation appears to be 
worryinglylow. 

“Royal Navy vessels should be 
made available to Border Force to 
make up for shortfalls, where 
necessary.” 

The committee also endorsed 
comments made by Theresa May 
and French president Francois 
Hollande at a meeting last month, 
where the heads of state agreed a 
border agreement between the two 


countries should remain in force. 

“Since the EU Referendum, there 
have been reports of some politicians 
in France calling for the trilateral Le 
Touquet agreement on juxtaposed 
borders to end, and for the UK border 
to be moved back from Calais and 
other Channel ports to the Kent coast. 

“Such comments are unproductive 
and are likely to encourage more 
migrants to travel to Calais. 

“There are clear advantages to the 
UK from a facility that allows UK 
authorities to identify and carry out 
security checks on travellers, and 
examine passenger and freight 
vehicles, on the continental side of the 
Channel. 

“We believe the arrangements for 
juxtaposed borders and the co-oper¬ 
ation which exists between police 
and border agencies on both sides of 
the Channel must continue. 

“This is not just in the interests of 
the UK, but also France. 

“Those involved in terrorism and 
criminal gangs do not respect 
borders and both countries need to 
be vigilant in confronting these 
ever-present threats. 

“Maintaining the Le Touquet 
agreement should be acknowledged 
as a priority for the UK government.’ ’

for the compassion and kindness they have 
been shown in their new communities.” 

Kent has certainly not been backward in 
coming forward in terms of providing real as¬ 
sistance to refugees and asylum seekers. As the 
frontline for so many entering the country 
through the ports, the county has found itself 
legally obliged to support hundreds of unac¬ 
companied asylum seeker children - who do not 


fall under the statistics in this latest report. 

KCC leader Paul Carter added: “Kent is one of 
just three authorities picked out for particular 
praise by the Local Government Chronicle 
[weekly magazine for local government officers] 
for helping hundreds of vulnerable refugees. 

“All districts across the county have risen to 
the challenge and expressed their willingness 
to accept Syrian families in need. 


“Some districts, including Tunbridge Wells, 
Ashford, Tonbridge and Dover already have 
families living in their areas and, so far, Kent 
districts have committed to accepting around 
130 families over the next five years. 

“KCC, health and other partners, will be sup¬ 
porting district councils to provide for these 
families who may need school places, have 
health or social care needs or need language 


support. 

“In addition to the Syrian families, we are 
also helping a high number of vulnerable unac¬ 
companied asylum seeking children. 

“Kent, more than any other local authority, 
has taken much more than its fair share of re¬ 
sponsibility for the unprecedented influx of vul¬ 
nerable young people, which number around

840 under-18s and more than 500 
now over the age of 18. 

“We are currently working with the 
government and other local authori¬ 
ties to ensure there is a fairer dispersal 
of these children and young people 
across the UK. 

“People across Kent have been 
touched by the migrant crisis and, 
over the past year we have been inun¬ 
dated with offers of help and support 
for refugee families and the unaccom¬ 
panied asylum seeking children.” 

Cllr Carter’s sentiments were echoed 
by an independent county-based char¬ 
ity that provides help and support to 
asylum seekers and refugees, includ¬ 
ing minors who have arrived unac¬ 
companied by an adult. 

Ann Whitbourn, chair of Kent Refu¬ 
gee Action Network (KRAN), told us: 
“Kent County Council and all its dis¬ 
trict councils have been the main pro¬ 
viders of support and services to refu¬ 
gee and asylum seekers over the last 
year and are at saturation point. 

“So it is only fair that other bor¬ 
oughs share the responsibility and 
start pulling their weight in offering 
support to this vulnerable group of 
people. 

“With the government pledge comes 
a commitment to ensure these people 
are given the best possible advice and 
support, and we hope that other bor¬ 
oughs can learn from the great work 
that is being done in Kent to ensure 
that refugee and asylum seekers can 
live fulfilled, independent and success¬ 
ful lives in our communities.” 

Many of the thousands in the Calais 
‘jungle’ - the camp set up in the French 
port where migrants and asylum seek¬ 
ers gather ahead of attempts to enter 
the UK - are children with family 


members in the UK or other ties to the 
country. 

MPs say it is clear that many people 
in these camps are entitled to humani¬ 
tarian protection or refugee status, 
and that their claims should be proc¬ 
essed in the UK. 

“Much more could and should be 
done through family reunion and ac¬ 
cepting unaccompanied children, in¬ 
cluding increased use of safe and legal 
migration routes,” they said. 

While the committee warned that 


allowing unaccompanied children to 
join family members already in the UK 
might result in more vulnerable young 
people making dangerous journeys to 
try to reach the UK, it agreed with 
comments made by the Bishop of Dur¬ 
ham that the 157 unaccompanied 
children now in Calais who have fam¬ 
ily members in the UK “should already 
have arrived” in the UK. 

It said the government should as a 
one-off accept all of these children into 
the UK now. 



The Home Office has won 
its appeal against a 
landmark ruling allowing 
four Syrian refugees living 
in the “jungle” camp in 
Calais to come to Britain. 

An immigration judge 
ruled in January that the 
three teenagers and 
26-year-old man with mental 
health problems should be 
brought immediately to the UK 
and reunited with their families. 

But while the Home Office is 
not seeking to deport the four 
Syrians, it appealed against the 
ruling because it feared it could 
set a legal precedent and 
undermine Britain’s control over 
its borders. 

All four have been reunited 
with their families in various 
parts of the UK, two of them 
have been granted refugee 
status in Britain while the other 
two are still waiting for a 
decision to be made. 

George Gabriel from Citizens 
UK, the charity that has repre¬ 


sented the children, 
warned the ruling will lead to 
further delays and refugee 
children will be driven into the 
hands of people smugglers. 

Under a law called Dublin III, 
asylum claims must be made in 
the first country the person 
reaches, but a child refugee can 
have their claim transferred to 
another country if they have 
relatives lawfully living there. 

But lawyers for the Syrians 
argued the regulation was not 
working as not a single child 
had been brought to the UK from 
the Calais camp under the rule 
because of bureaucratic failings 
in France.

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Centre left 
party to rise 
from ashes 
of the chaos? 


Believe the Whitehall rumour mill of 
Lib Dem and Labour deals and a new 
party could emerge. But would it work?

S UGGESTIONS that Conserv¬ 
ative members concerned 
about the future of the party 
could switch allegiance to a 
breakaway centre-left oppo¬ 
sition have been rubbished. 

Liberal Democrat campaigner 
Lynne Beaumont, a former Shepway 
councillor and candidate during last 
year’s general election in Folkestone 
and Hythe, says she would “not be at 
all surprised” to see a new political 
party emerge in the coming months. 

It comes following weeks of clash¬ 
ing within the Labour party with re¬ 
gards to the polarising figure of Jere¬ 
my Corbyn, who is facing a leadership 
challenge but widely expected to re¬ 
main at the head of the party. 

A growing perception is that Mr 
Corbyn’s far-left politics leave the 
modern Labour voter, traditionally 
the Conservatives’ primary national 
opposition, isolated and without a 
strong alternative. 

Following a car-crash general elec¬ 
tion in 2015, the Lib Dems appear in 


no fit state to mount a challenge to 
the Tory throne next time we head to 
the polls, and so members within the 
party, including current and former 
leaders Tim Farron and Lord Paddy 
Ashdown have refused to rule out the 
possibility of the two parties merging. 

And with the Conservative party 
also somewhat split in terms of how 
they voted in the EU Referendum [in 
Kent, ten opted to remain and six chose 
to leave], Mrs Beaumont believes some 
Tory members could be tempted to de¬ 
fect to a realigned opposition. 

“People are talking to people, cer¬ 
tainly,” she told KoS. 

“Corbyn will completely split the 
Labour party in half and you then 
wonder what they’re going to do be¬ 
cause there’s no way back to the old 
party. 

“The Lib Dems have always been 
there, left-of-centre, and I would not 
be at all surprised if there will be a 
new party on the horizon. 

“It will be interesting and fascinat¬ 
ing if there are Tories who will come 
the same way, because at the moment 
everybody seems to be wanting 
change.” 

However, Conservatives in Kent

have come out and slammed such 
suggestions, insisting their loyalties 
remain truly blue. 

Dover MP Charlie Elphicke voted 
Remain but has no intention, nor has 
he heard any rumblings, of defections 
from the party. 

“After the last general election eve¬ 
ryone understands their desire to 
make a recovery but to me this does 
not seem a practical solution,” he told 
KoS. 

“If they think the Conservatives 
are going to switch to another party 
they are completely deluded. 

“I’m proud Theresa May is our 
prime minister and I’m a passionate 
believer in building a better Britain.” 

Whether such a party materialises 
or not, Mrs Beaumont is keen to stress 
the importance of having a cohesive 
opposition to the Conservatives, with 
local MPs, particularly Damian Col¬ 
lins in Shepway, appearing to lose the 
support of constituents over his back¬ 
ing of a lorry park for Operation Stack 
and a garden town in Otterpool. 

“It’s absolutely vital to have a 
strong opposition,” she said. 

“When you don’t have that the To¬ 
ries will just do what they want to do, 
so we need someone who can stand 
up to strong scrutiny, it’s just about 
offering alternatives.” 

The Remain camp during the refer¬ 
endum appeared to unite members 
from each of the Conservatives, La¬ 
bour and Lib Dems, and following the 
Brexit vote, there appeared to be 
hints of a slight Lib Dem revival, the 
scale of which in Kent, Mrs Beaumont 
revealed, has been massive. 

“We’ve had a huge surge in mem¬ 
bers since the referendum,” she said. 

“We had a ‘welcoming new mem¬ 
bers’ meeting recently which was fas¬ 
cinating hearing people saying they 
were ashamed to have voted Tory just 
to stop the Ukip rise. 

“These are intelligent people who 
have sat down and thought about 
who is representing them and what 
they want.” 

Tristan Osborne, Medway council¬ 
lor and Labour’s candidate for police 
and crime commissioner, is backing 
Owen Smith, rather than Mr Corbyn 
in the leadership race, but doesn’t be¬ 
lieve a breakaway party will, or 
should, bear fruit. 

“There have been mutterings 
among members wondering what a 


Corbyn victory would mean but I 
have heard no concrete plans for it. 

“A lot of people are realistic be¬ 
cause split parties like the SDP [Social 
Democratic Party] have proved disas¬ 
trous and in my mind I can’t foresee a 
split happening. 

“There is a worry that if Corbyn 
wins, the party will haemorrhage 
support, and then where that would 
put us, I don’t know.” 

However, Cllr Osborne believes the 
race for leadership will be far closer 
than the polls currently predict and 
the more centre-leaning Smith could 
yet spring a surprise victory. 

“I know of a lot of members in Med¬ 
way that are starting to change their 
mind and we’ve had one or two high 
profile moves towards supporting 
Smith. 

“If the election was today, Corbyn 
would win, no doubt, but he is losing 
support and there’s still time left in 
the race. 

“The strategy for us is to gain more 
of a presence in Kent locally but we 
need a leader that resonates nation¬ 
ally because if you don’t have that 
you’re not going to win and if we 
don’t win marginal seats in this 
county it doesn’t bode well. 

“We want a general election as 
soon as possible because Theresa May 
doesn’t have a mandate and we be¬ 
lieve there is always a chance for La¬ 
bour when people are disillusioned 
with the Tories.” 


Many, including South Thanet’s 
Conservative MP Craig Mackinlay, 
have said the reason for Ukip’s exist¬ 
ence has now gone, after achieving 
their primary aim of masterminding 
an exit from the EU. 

Indeed without an MP or indeed a 
leader following the resignation of Mr 
Mackinlay’s former election rival, 
and Westerham resident Nigel Farage 
last month, one could make a case for 
Ukip’s race being well and truly run. 

Cllr Osborne, however, is refusing 
to take anything for granted and in¬ 
sists the purple party remain a sig¬ 
nificant threat, particularly in Kent, 
where they are the main opposition 
on the county council and in fact 
gained a Labour seat in a by-election 
in Ashford on Thursday. 

“A lot of people will vote for them as 
a protest, which is not just the case 
here, we’ve seen it across Europe and 
in the US as well with Donald Trump 
winning support. 

“There are anti-establishment an¬ 
gry voters and I think Ukip will al¬ 
ways have a share for people who put 
their finger up to the system. 

“The Lib Dems won most of those 
pre-2010 but now Ukip is seen as the 
second biggest party in Kent and they 
are absolutely a threat and we 
shouldn’t write them off in a million 
years. 

“We need to be making a marked 
improvement to overcome them as 
well as the Tories.”

A S the greatest show on 
earth kicked off with the 
traditional opening cer¬ 
emony on Friday, atten¬ 
tion now turns to our 
representatives in Brazil, hoping to 
bring medals back to Kent from the 
Olympic Games. 

The hockey is already well under¬ 
way, as the men’s side, containing the 
likes of Ashley Jackson, Nic Catlin, 
Dan Fox, Iain Lewers, Barry Middle- 
ton, Sam Ward and George Pinner, 
took on Belgium on Saturday. 

The ladies, meanwhile, faced Aus¬ 
tralia, with a squad that features Su¬ 
sannah Townsend, Sam Quek, Nicola 
White, Shona McCallin and Maddie 
Hinch. 

Throughout the week, the men’s 
team will face New Zealand, Brazil, 
Australia and Spain, while the wom¬ 
en will face up against India, Argen¬ 
tina, Japan and USA. 

The quarter-finals, should Team 
GB make it through the group, begin 
next Sunday and Monday (August 14 
and 15). 

Ashford-born Tom Ransley, who 
won a bronze in the men’s eight in 
2012, will look to make a march on 
the medal places with the rowing 
team, who also began their quest for 
glory on Saturday. 


Ransley is in action in the men’s 
eight heats tomorrow (Monday) with 
ambitions of reaching the final on 
Saturday. 

Tunbridge Wells’ Bryony Shaw and 
Sophie Ainsworth of Ashford will 
also be in action on Monday in the 
sailing while Chatham trampolinist 
Kat Driscoll has a few days to prepare 
before her event on Friday, where she 


will be looking to make amends for 
2012 when she came agonisingly 
close to making the finals. 

The starting gun in the athletics is 
also not fired until Friday, and it will 
be well into the next week when star 
names like Adam Gemili and Dina 
Asher-Smith make their way to the 
track with expectation weighing 
heavily on their shoulders. 


KATE TARGETS PENTATHLON JOY 


Sports fans have a little longer to 
wait until the athletics action gets 
under way, but that may well be a 
blessing for Meopham’s Kate 
French, who has a little bit of extra 
time to prepare herself and make 
sure she is in tip-top condition for 
one of the most challenging 
disciplines at the Games. 

The pentathlon consists of five, 
well-varied events, namely fencing, 
swimming, horse riding and a 
combined run/shoot and French 
has impressed with her versatility 
whenever she has been in action 
since bursting onto the scene as a 
teenager. 

As a youngster, she got involved 
initially through Pony Club and 
doing Tetrathlons [riding, shooting, 
swimming, and running] and the 
Biathlon [running and swimming] 
at Cobham Hall school, which she 
left in 2009. 

Great Britain have won nine 
medals at the last four World 
Championships, with French 
herself bagging two silver in 2014, 
so hopes are high that the 25-year- 
old can join an impressive list of 
achievements in this fascinating 
field as she prepares to make her 
Olympic debut. 

Last year, she won a gold medal 



in the team event competing 
alongside Samantha Murray and 
Freyja Prentice as well as a strong 
eighth-placed finish in the indi¬ 
vidual event at the European 
Championships. 

French secured her place at the 
2016 Games with a strong perform¬ 
ance in Moscow before being 
officially selected for the team in 
June. 

Outside competing, French has 
studied for a degree from the 
University of Bath, where she also 
trains throughout the year.

‘ 'I have no recollection of the 
accident at all, so I have no fear. But 
I have had to sharpen myself up, 
and a lot of people have helped me 
do that. 

‘ 'I started competing again in 
April, but when you have had a 
head injury, you lose all sense of 
adrenaline. I have always had 
adrenaline, but I just had nothing. It 
felt like I was schooling a horse at 
home, so I’ve had to understand 
that that is normal.”

A CARPENTER has put his 
skills to use to help rally 
the public around the 
county’s Olympians as 
the nation gears up for 

Rio 2016. 

With the opening ceremony of the 
Games taking place on Friday night 
into the early hours of Saturday 
morning, Terry Malone plans to cre¬ 
ate golden postboxes for medallists at 
this year’s event, giving local com¬ 
munities the chance to send their 
congratulations and messages of sup¬ 
port to successful athletes. 

In 2012, more than 100 postboxes 
in the hometowns of gold medal-win¬ 
ners were painted gold to celebrate 
every Team GB gold medal won dur¬ 
ing the London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Organised by the Royal Mail, it was 
a special one-off tribute to celebrate 
success in the year the nation hosted 
the greatest sporting event on Earth. 

But when Sevenoaks-born Lizzy 
Yarnold won gold during the Winter 
Olympics in Sochi, Russia, in 2014, 
Royal Mail refused to revive its 2012 
tribute - so West Kingsdown-based 
Mr Malone decided to come up with 


one of his own. 

He created the gold box which then 
toured schools and businesses for 
people to post messages to the skele¬ 
ton winner. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It has got 
people involved in that they can cele¬ 
brate a victory, and we are going to 
open it up to the whole of Kent. 

“They are wooden postboxes which 
we paint gold. The idea being that 
when an athlete in Kent wins gold I 
will get in touch with the council or 
their old school and they can do what 
they want with it. 

“We make post boxes for weddings 
for people to deliver messges to the 
happy couple. I said, well I could spray 
one gold, and it went from there. 

“They will tour the schools in the 
area and will be at the victory parade 
full of cards and well wishes. 

“The children can post a message 
and know it will get to the athlete.” 

And it proved a huge hit when West 
Kingsdown’s Lizzy Yarnold tri¬ 
umphed two years ago. 

“They are popular with schools 
and businesses. At the school, it was a 
great hit - children were writing a 
card and posting it, and we presented 
it to Lizzy at her victory parade. 

“Children come up and see the 
postboxes, and they remember when 
they made a card and posted it.” 


Kent has a number of medal hope¬ 
fuls in the 2016 Olympics, including 
Adam Gemili from Dartford, Jack 


Green from Maidstone, Tom Bos- 
worth from Sevenoaks, Brian Shaw 
from Tunbridge Wells and Dina Ash¬ 


er-Smith from Orpington. 

Mr Malone has been making post- 
boxes since he designed one for his 
own wedding, creating an original 
and then using a template for subse¬ 
quent ones. 

“They are all hand made and quite 
a lot of time goes into them,” he ex¬ 
plained, adding that people are al¬ 
ready showing an interest in his 
scheme. “There has been a lot going 
on on Twitter and Facebook. People 
remember the postbox for Lizzy,” Mr 
Malone said. 

“I think we have got a few hopefuls, 
and anything can happen. I think we 
have more chance in the Paralym¬ 
pics. 

“Even if we have got a favourite in a 
sport, it is never that simple. I have 
got a list of people and I keep an eye 
on them.” 

Lizzy Yarnold did not go without lo¬ 
cal recogntion, however. 

Her homecoming saw an open-top 
bus parade through the district, visit¬ 
ing local schools en route, while a lo¬ 
cal bus firm turned one of the vehicles 
gold as a special tribute to the Olym¬ 
pic champion. 

When Kelly Holmes won her dou¬ 
ble gold at Athens in 2004, traffic in 
her home town of Tonbridge came to 
a halt as thousands flocked to see the 
Hildenborough athlete.

Next was The Goods Shed in Can¬ 
terbury at number 47. 

Manager Paulina Laskowska de¬ 
scribed it as ‘absolutely amazing’. The 
restaurant is part of a busy and pic¬ 
turesque market in a former goods 
shed next to Canterbury West sta¬ 
tion. 

She explained: “We have had some 
awards before but to be in a list with 
The Fat Duck is a great achievement,” 
she said. 

“We have made some changes to 
the menu and it seems to be working 
perfectly, so we are very pleased. It 
has been working extremely well. 

“We simplified it a little bit and 
made sure the dishes are seasonal 
and unique and full of flavour. 


K ENT’S reputation as a cu¬ 
linary hotspot has re¬ 
ceived a welcome boost 
after seven of the county’s 
restaurants made the top 
100 of a leading restaurant guide. 

West House in Biddenden; The 
Sportsman, Seasalter; JoJo’s in Whit- 
stable; The Goods Shed, Canterbury; 
Read’s, in Faversham; Rocksalt, in 
Folkestone; and Chapter One, in 
Bromley, all made it on to Square- 
meal’s list. 

Voted for by readers, bloggers and 
local foodies, the top 100 is unique 
because it is the only poll to exclude 
London restaurants. 

As well as helping to boost the 
county’s thriving tourist trade, res¬ 
taurants provide a boon for local sup¬ 
pliers. 

The Sportsman, near Whitstable, 
was the highest ranked Kent eatery 
coming ninth overall in the list. 

Number one in the list was the 
three Michelin-starred Fat Duck res¬ 
taurant, in Berkshire, created by 
world renowned chef Heston Blumen- 
thal. 

Owner of The Sportsman, Phil Har¬ 
ris, says such has been the praise 
heaped on his establishment over re¬ 
cent years, simply satisfying demand 
is one of his biggest challenges. 

But points out that the benefit of 
having a destination restaurant in 
the county pays dividends. 

He told KoS: “We have a lot of peo¬ 
ple from the continent - Belgian, 
Dutch, French - people come from 
quite a long way. 

“We are then spending all our 
money in Kent, using almost exclu¬ 
sively Kentish suppliers. Money 
comes from outside the county and is 
spent inside the county. 

“Chain restaurants buy stuff cen¬ 
trally and it doesn’t do much.

“The menu changes twice a day at 
lunch and supper, and we generally 
try to achieve something different.” 

“We source 90 per cent of our in¬ 
gredients from the farmers’ market 
downstairs. The head chef will look 
around the market and use whatever 
he likes, and he draws up the menu 
before noon on the day.” 

Rola Pitchford and her husband 
David have owned Read’s in Faver¬ 
sham since 1977. 

She told KoS: “It is great, the fact 
that it is our customers who have vot¬ 
ed, is always nice. 

“It is also great that we have been 
able to keep the momentum going for 
39 years. 

“All of our produce comes from our 
kitchen garden. We have a very en¬ 
thusiastic team and it is down to 
them, really. They work very hard to 
make the restaurant as good as it can 
possibly be - and I think is shows. 

“The knowledge of, and enthusi¬ 
asm for food keeps growing. People 
are more interested in food and they 
want to know the provenance of 
things - and rightly so. 

“We started 39 years ago and now 
everybody says ‘we only do local

cheeses and British cheeses’, but we 
were doing British and Irish cheeses 
39 years ago. 

“It made sense back then, and we 
are surprised it has taken everyone 
else so long to realise it.” 

Owner of The West House, Graham 
Garret, has been in the business for 
25 years and moved from London to 
open the Biddenden restaurant in 
2002. It made number 70 in the list. 

“We make everything on site and it 
is a quest to find the best ingredients 


you can find and do the best with 
them in a nice, friendly environ¬ 
ment,” he says. “Every day we try to 
better than the one before. 

“When I was in London in 1996,1 
remember saying to someone ‘the 
bubble has got to burst soon’ - you 
couldn’t get any more cookery pro¬ 
grammes on the TV. Twenty years 
later it is even bigger.” 

Chapter One, in Locksbottom, 
Bromley, came 74 in the list, with 
Tanterton tapas outlet JoJo’s at 77.

Simon Allin speaks to a talented artist 
who has made her reputation with a 
range of remarkable works of art using 
the naked body as her unusual canvas 


A BODY artist is swap¬ 
ping the naked form for 
just the face in a new 
book designed to help 
everyone learn face 
painting skills and styles. 

Liz Bylett, 52, from Meopham, 
near Gravesend, has worked on dec¬ 
orating the human for more 25 
years, and has developed a reputa¬ 
tion as one of the nation’s finest face 
and body painters. 

Now, having collected numerous 
awards, and carrying out demon¬ 
strations across the world - includ¬ 
ing a host of celebrity clients - she is 
hoping our love of face painting will 
help swell sales of her new book. 

The Face Painters’ Blueprint, 
which is out now, aims to put the

skills so often seen on show at fetes 
and festivals, into the hands of every¬ 
one. 

The mother-of-three also has a 
body painting workshop, The Living 
Art Show, which she plans to run at 
the Maui Waui festival, in Suffolk, in 
September this year. 

She explained: “I started face 
painting about 28 years ago and it 
was sort of a natural progression to 
extend it to the body. 

“I just started art at school. I did a 
little bit in adult education, and I 
have always been very creative. 

“I have taught many people at my 
own training school, and I also go 
into colleges and teach teachers.” 

With a teaching background, whe 
taught at the University of the South 
Bank for five years before setting up 
her own training school. Mrs Bylett’s 
company, Follies, holds regular 
courses at studios in Kent and Lon¬ 
don, covering face painting, body 
painting, creative and festival make 
up, eye designs, special effects, ultra¬ 
violet and henna. 

“We do a lot of promotions and 
work for charity, and then we do 
more fantasy pieces,” she said. 

“So the inspiration could come 
from an artist - more fine art, like 
the old masters. 

“I like to travel as well, so I get in¬ 
spired by that. I was recently in Ha¬ 
waii, in the jungle, and when I came 
back I did a beautiful piece based on 
that. 

“It is nice to create something for 
the person. Sometimes they have 
something they want to express and 
we can bring that out - their alter 
ego, perhaps, something like that.” 

She works at everything from pri¬ 
vate events - where she can do both 
face and body works - to parties, 
sporting events to film premieres. 

Mrs Bylett says the increasing 
popularity of body painting is linked 
to the rise in the number of people 
attending festvals where young and 
old alike can be seen sporting ex¬ 
travagant designs. 

Her body painting workshop will 
feature at the Maui Waui festival, 
which runs from September 2 to 4 in 
Suffolk. 

“There will be artists and models 
from all over the UK and we will be 
having an ultraviolet party in the 
evening,” she said. “I think it is go¬ 
ing to be quite crazy.”

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Bollywood’s county inspirations 


Kent’s desirability as a location for the world’s biggest movies shows no signs of slowing, with eagerly 
anticipated movie Rustom, which opens this week, visited a host of our towns to film essential shots

HE county is fast developing 
an appetite as the perfect lo¬ 
cation for blockbuster Bolly¬ 
wood hits - with another 
shot in various locations due 
to hit the big screen next week. 

The hard-hitting drama Rustom is 
in cinemas from August 12. 

The film crew spent time in the 
county in April, filming key scenes in 
places like Canterbury, along the 
Maidstone river path and County 
Hall, Leeds Castle, Aylesford, and the 
Historic Dockyard Chatham. 

And the county has cashed in as a 
result - banking around half a million 
pounds to the local economy courte¬ 
sy of the crew’s stay. 

Rustom tells a story of love, deceit, 
death and the judicial system of 1959 
India. The Hindi thriller is inspired by 
the real life story of Indian Navy 
Commander Kawas Manekshaw 
Nanavati. 

He was put on trial for murdering 
his English-born wife’s lover. 

Her tangled love-life was also put 
on trial and exposed in dramatic 
courtroom scenes that had crowds 
gathered outside. 

The sordid love tangle divided the 
nation at the time, with many believ¬ 
ing him to be innocent. The film 
shows him shooting the lover three 
times, and then pleading not guilty. 

What follows is both a tense and ro¬ 
mantic tour of some of Kent’s best loved 
spots. It is directed by Tinu Suresh De- 
sai and written by Vipul K. Rawal. 

The emotional rollercoaster stars 
Akshay Kumar, Ileana D’Cruz, Esha 
Gupta and Arjan Bajwa. 

Assisting the production was the 
Kent County Council Film Office which 
worked flat out finding suitable loca¬ 
tions and arranging road closures. 

It has helped a host of major motion 
pictures and TV dramas be filmed in 
the county over recent years. Among 
them the likes of Avengers: Age of Ul- 
ton, Les Miserables and the second se¬ 
ries of hit TV show The Tunnel. 

Co-ordinated by the county council, 
the aim is to encourage not only cash to 
be generated by the crews staying here, 
but also to boost tourism. 

The office said the production com¬ 
pany filmed in Kent for nine days 
with an additional 20 days for pre 
and post-production, spending 
£570,000. 

The Film Office manager, Gabrielle 
Lindemann, said: “We had an exist¬ 
ing relationship with the producer, 
having worked on previous projects 
together and met them along with 
the Rustom team in late 2015 to as¬ 
sist with finding locations and ar¬ 
ranging recces. 

“We assisted throughout the film 
shoot in April of this year, in particu¬ 
larly with a complex night shoot in 
Canterbury involving road closures 
which we facilitated with various 
partner agencies. We look forward to 
seeing Kent on screen once again.” 

Additional scenes were filmed at

night in Canterbury, and leader of the 
council Simon Cook, added: “We 
were very pleased to welcome the 
stars and crew of Rustom to Canter¬ 
bury and to help make this filming 
happen. 

“They used some of our most his¬ 
toric streets, including Burgate, Sun 


Street and Sun Yard, for their night 
shoot and we’re looking forward to 
seeing them on the big screen.” 

Leeds Castle spokesman Gemma 
Wright said they used their famous 
maze, and went on: “With Kent’s ex¬ 
cellent reputation for TV and film 
production, we were delighted to sup¬

port the production and for the cas¬ 
tle’s beautiful surroundings to be 
used as locations to be featured in the 
movie. 

“Our birds of prey were bemused to 
see a giant drone hovering high in 
the sky to film aerial shots of the lead¬ 
ing couple having a romantic kiss in 
the centre of the maze. 

“Filming also took place on the 
moat, where the actors were floated 
through the ancient castle arches in 
a wooden punt. 

“The Pavilion Lawn, usually used 
by families picnicking, was trans¬ 
formed into a graveyard. We are not 
only ‘the loveliest castle in the world’ 


but also a stunning film location and 
we are thrilled to have been able to 
take Leeds Castle to Bollywood for the 
first time in its 900 year history.” 

Bollywood is the name given to pop¬ 
ular movies which come from the In¬ 
dia movie industry based in Mumbai - 
formerly Bombay. The name is a 
variation on Hollywood in California. 

Bollywood flicks have become huge 
box office not just on the sub conti¬ 
nent, but increasingly to audiences 
around the world. The production 
line is remarkably, with some 800 
produced each year. 

It feeds an insatiable appetite of the 
18 million daily cinema goers in India.

FLASH A LITTLE FLESH 

JThe rule: Never wear a crop top 


The crucial word here is ‘little’; a V- 
neck halter crop top and mini skirt 
are going to attract stares for all the 
wrong reasons, but a tiny sliver of 
midriff is acceptable.

SEINE: The French capital remains the capital of lovers and with good reason... 


F INDING the perfect honey¬ 
moon location is no easy to 
task; after all, do you want to 
spend that post modern bliss 
locked in adventure, soaking up the 
rays, or simply enjoying one 
another’s company? 

But a timeless classic for lovers 
throughout the centuries and a 
reliable trip to suit most budgets is 
surely Paris. 

Easily accessible courtesy of 
Eurostar - or just a relatively short 
drive after hopping across the 
Channel - there are plenty of 
options. 

It once divided a city by wealth 
and status, and even today visitors 
to the French captial have a 
favoured bank of the Seine; while 
sightseers tend to veer a droite, 
artists and creative types clearly 
keep a gauche. 

Right now, though, the focus of 
activity is the river itself, dubbed the 
city’s 21st arrondissement, where 
buoyant bars bob between bridges 
and dockside cafes are flooded with 
life. 

A new waterborne hotel is also set 
to keep the seasonal tourist industry 
afloat, dispelling the popular myth 
that Paris shuts shop in August. 

Stick close to the water and the 
French capital quickly becomes a 
great option for combining culture, 
fine dining and soaking up urban 
rays. 

And for newly weds, what better 


way to spend a little quality time 
than waking up on the river itself? 

Watching waves lap window 
panes as barges cruise past, has to 
be one of the more novel ways to rise 
and shine in Paris. 

Docked on a section of the river 
between Charles de Gaulle Bridge 
and the Austerlitz viaduct, a 
five-minute walk from the Gare 
d’Austerlitz train station, this 
58-room purpose-built hotel, Off 


Paris Seine, opened at the end of 
June. 

On sunny days, local Parisians 
hang out alongside guests on the 
open-air terrace and a poser’s lap 
pool provides a cooling toe dip if 
temperatures soar. Just make sure 
you pack teeny-weeny swimwear to 
fit in with the beautifully cool crowd 
- or hide your shame behind the 
hotel’s giant gold inflatable duck. 

From 5pm-lam, cocktails and 


tapas are served, although the 
hedonism continues after dark with 
picnicking revellers on the quay, or 
at several party barges on the 
opposite bank. 

Compact rooms have a subtle 
nautical theme, with sand dunes 
rising above beds and light switches 
disguised as a ship’s control desk. A 
gentle articulation in the hull 
simulates a rocking motion, making 
you really feel like you’re sleeping at 


sea. 

But don’t worry - there’s no 
chance of sinking. The hotel’s design 
was masterminded by architects 
Gerard Ronzatti-Seine Design, who 
specialise in floating structures and 
recently designed a floating hospital 
at the port of de la Rapee.

C OMEDIAN and TV star 
Greg Davies is heading to 
Margate on his first new 
stand-up show in four 
years. 

Described by the Evening 
Standard as ‘one of the kingpins of 
British comedy’, Davies has written 
and starred in three series of 
Channel 4’s critically acclaimed 
sitcom Man Down. 

After playing infamously 
psychotic Head of Sixth Form Mr 
Gilbert in The Inbetweeners, he 
starred in BBC Three’s Cuckoo 
alongside Andy Samberg and 
Taylor Lautner, which earned him 
a BAFTA nomination for Best Male 
Performance in a Comedy Pro¬ 
gramme, and which airs its third 
series in 2016. 

The Welsh-born comedian 
studied English and Drama at 
Brunei University and originally 


began his career as a secondary 
school teacher. 

He taught drama and English for 
13 years at Langley wood School in 
Berkshire, Orleans Park School in 
Twickenham and Sandhurst 
School in Berkshire. 

Davies rose to comedic fame as 
part of sketch team We Are Klang, 
which performed four sell-out 
Edinburgh Festival shows and was 
nominated in 2006 for the 
Edinburgh Comedy Award. 

While he was with We Are 
Klang, he wrote and starred in the 
group’s own sitcom series and a 
one-off comedy entertainment 
special for BBC Three.

In 2013, he returned with 
another sell-out tour with The 


Back of My Mum’s Head. 

Davies is also well known for his 
appearances in panel shows such 
as Never Mind the Buzzcocks,

M ARGATE’S Winter 
Gardens is celebrat¬ 
ing 105 years as 
one of the leading 
entertainment ven¬ 
ues in east Kent. 

The grand Victorian venue was 
opened in 1911 by the then Mayor 
Alderman WB Reeve, and has 
since become firmly established in 
music and comedy history, hosting 
legends such as The Beatles, Nor¬ 
man Wisdom and Frankie 
Howard. 

A range of high-profile figures 
have visited the Winter Gardens 
over the years, including The 
Queen Mother in 1986 and past 
prime ministers including Sir Win¬ 
ston Churchill. 

Steve Davis, managing director 
at Your Leisure, said: “The Winter 
Gardens continues to provide the 
local community and visitors to 
the area with an opportunity to 
enjoy top class entertainment or 
celebrate that special occasion at 
the many events held within the 
complex every year. 

“It has continually adapted over 
the last 105 years to ensure it re¬ 


mains an important asset for the 
area and will support the ongoing 
regeneration of Margate - its own 
refurbishment will allow this to 
continue for many years to come.” 

The Winter Gardens was built 
when the council and the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce decided to take 
action after the entertainment of¬ 
fered by the town to the visitor via 
private enterprise was deemed in¬ 
adequate. 


A Fetes Committee was formed 
in 1900 and given power to direct¬ 
ly run and own places of entertain¬ 
ment, the culmination of which 
was the now-famous Fort Crescent 
venue. 

In addition hosting a diverse 
programme of entertainment, 
from pop concerts to local talent 
shows, The Winter Gardens has 
been a significant part of the local 
community through the years. 


During the Second World War, it 
acted as a receiving station for 
some of the 40,000 troops landed 
at Margate during the Dunkirk 
evacuation. 

The venue was damaged in the 
war when a bomb shattered the 
east wing in July 1941. 

In 1946, the war damage was 
repaired and a new stage con¬ 
structed, preparing the venue for 
the exciting years ahead.

I N the last decade, hedgehog 
numbers have gone down by 30 
per cent due to a variety of fac¬ 
tors including habitat loss and 
changes in farming techniques, 
according to The Wildlife Trusts, 
which estimates there may be less 
than a million left in the UK. 

Many worms, beetles, slugs, cater¬ 
pillars and millipedes - which form 
the hedgehog’s natural diet - have 
been killed off by chemical treat¬ 
ments and intensive farming meth¬ 
ods. Badgers also compete for the 
same food. 

A recent wildlife survey by the 
RSPB found that the number of peo¬ 
ple who have never seen a hedgehog 
in their garden rose to 24 per cent last 
year. And as hedgerows and the 


countryside, which forms their natu¬ 
ral habitat, dwindles, the garden be¬ 
comes even more important as a 
hedgehog haven. 

So what can we do to save this 
prickly garden favourite? The Wild¬ 
life Trusts advises: 

• Create hedgehog highways: They 
need plenty of access to search for 
food, nesting sites and mates. Cut a 
13cm-squared hole in your fence or 
dig a channel under garden bounda¬ 
ries to allow them to wander and get 
your neighbours to do the same. 

• Provide nesting sites: Log and leaf 
piles, wilderness areas and purpose- 
built hedgehog homes are ideal places 
for hedgehogs to nest and hibernate. 
Fallen leaves make the perfect nest¬ 
ing material, so don’t clear all of these

away in autumn. Pile them in quiet, 
undisturbed corners of your garden 
to allow hedgehogs a safe, secure 
area to breed and hibernate. 

• Avoid slug pellets: Hedgehogs 
hoover up more than 100 inverte¬ 
brates such as snails, slugs and 
worms every night, so no need to use 
slug pellets. 

• Cover drains and gullies: Hedge¬ 
hogs have poor eyesight, but are quite 
curious, meaning they fall into holes 
and get stuck, so cover up any open 
drains and gullies. 

• Grow a wide variety of plants: At¬ 
tract plenty of natural hedgehog food 
by keeping your garden diverse with 
a wide variety of habitats. Mulching 
beds with garden compost will en¬ 
courage earthworms, woodlice and 


beetles as it begins to rot down, while 
wood piles encourage a rich feast of 
earwigs, centipedes and woodlice. 

• Check bonfires: Every year, hedge¬ 
hogs die under bonfire piles that have 
not been checked before being lit. The 
British Hedgehog Preservation Socie¬ 
ty advises avoiding building your 
bonfire until the day it is going to be 
lit to reduce the chances of hedgehogs 
hibernating in the bonfire pile. 

• Set up a feeding station: Cut a clear 
hole in a plastic storage box and weigh 
down the lid with bricks to stop cats 
and foxes taking the food. If you are 
worried about attracting rats, don’t 
put out grain-based foods on the floor.

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Summer's Here 

10 of the best places to visit for a family fun day out 


Emily King takes a look at 10 of Kent’s finest attraction - in 
no particular order - that guarantee a great day out 


Dungeness National Nature Reserve 

I Dungeness has a far-flung spectrum of attrac¬ 
tions that could make a visit to this desolate 
landscape a great summer outing. 

Philospher Robert Firth has been quoted on 
the reserve’s website as saying “Dungeness, a strange land 
of extremes, one of the most valuable yet vulnerable 
nature conservation sites in Great Britain.” The reserve is 
known as one of the largest shingle landscapes in the 
world and inhabits uncommon plants, insects and spiders 
in addition to migratory birds. 

Dungeness has been designated as a National Nature 
Reserve, a Special Protection Area, and a Special Area of 
Conservation, 

When visiting Dungeness local attractions are the RSPB 
reserve and visitor centre where you can walk along the 
nature trail, the Bird Observery which has been catego¬ 
rised into six sections so you can record where you saw 
certain birds, the Lifeboat Station that regularly holds 
events throughout the year, and the Old Lighthouse 
which is availible to the public to climb for a panoramic 
view of the surrounding areas. 

There are two pubs in the area, The Pilot Pub, and The 
Britannia Pub, both of which specialise in serving fish 
dishes on their food menus - being on the coast, this 
should be expected and relished. 



Kent & East Sussex Railway 

The K&ES Railway is made up of five stations - Tenter- 
den Town Station, Rolvenden Station, Wittersham 
Road Station, Northiam Station, and Bodiam Station, 
and offering a tootingly marvellous summer day. 

An adult return journey along the railway line costs £15.30 
and for a child’s return is £10.35. Opening times and train 
services differ so it’s best to check the website before arriving. 

As you take a journey down the line you’ll start at Tenterden 
Town Station. It is the head station on the railway and homes its 
principle buildings including carriage and wagon workshop. 
There is a variety of facilities at the railway’s headquarters such 
as a shop, refreshement rooms, a playground and the railway’s 
museum. 

The next stop on the line is Rolvenden Station which was the 
original Tenterden Station and was the headquarters for all the 
locomotive works which remain on site. The original buildings 
in this site are long gone but for car lovers they should find the C 
M Booth collection in the town centre of significant interest. 

Wittersham Station offers the opportunity to keep an eye out 
for a wild boar or two as its marshy surroundings, collectively 
known as Rother Levels, are where they are farmed. 

Nortiam Station is next up and for 10 years was the last stop 
on the line. It now has extensive parking facilities and a buffet, 
so visitors can chew-chew a lunch on their stop. 

The last station on the railway tour is Bodiam Station which 
has been restored to all its former glory and is presented in a 
Victorian light. Today this station also houses a seasonal 
giftshop and a food outlet. Other attractions in this area include 
the medieval castle at Bodiam and a medieval house on the 
outskirts of the village called Great Dixter.

Turner Contemporary , 
Margate

Accom¬ 
panying the aforementioned exhibitions 
are two more, Seeing Round Corners, and 
Platform 2016, which are taking place 
until September 25. Owing to these, the 
contemporary art partisans among us 
should be in their element this summer. 

Accompanying the gallery is a cafe, 
meaning devotees won’t have to leave the 
premises to eat, and therefore allowing 
them to make a day of it.

5 Leeds Castle , Maidstone 

Self-deemed “the loveliest castle in the 
world”, Leeds Castle is an attraction 
suitable for everyone, but especially for the 
historians in our midst. 

Entry tickets to the castle’s grounds, which are 
open all year round, are £24.50 for adults, and 
£16.50 for children aged between 4 and 15. 
Children under 4 go free. 

Founded in the 9th century, Leeds Castle has 
been home to six of England’s medieval queens, and 
was once a palace for Henry VIII and his first wife, 
Catherine of Aragon. After the most recent castle 
owner, Lady Baillie, died in 1974 she left the 
property and the 500 acres of garden to the nation 
under the trusteeship of the Leeds Castle Founda¬ 
tion. 

Visitors can take a tour of the castle and read up 
on its history, or alternatively you can take 
advantage of the activities that take place in the 
castle’s grounds, including, flying falcon displays, 
navagating your way through the maze, or even 
swinging some clubs on the castle’s golf course. 

As well as the castle to satisfy your thirst for 
historical knowledge, there is The Gatehouse 
Exhibition, and The Dog Collar Museum too. The 
Gatehouse Exhibition promises to take visitors on a 
journey of the castle’s 900-year history, moreover 
the attraction’s website claims that The Dog Collar 
Museum displays a “fascinating collection of 
canine neckwear, spanning five centuries”. If it’s 
your first time visiting Leeds Castle, at the very 
least you’ll walk away saying you’ve had a truly 
unique experience. 

Getting around the historic site takes on the 
various themes of the castle’s past residents. 
Transport available for visitors include, punting on 
the ground’s moat, Elsie the castle train, and the 
Black Swan ferry, all of which are thoroughly 
enjoyable, though this is most likely weather 
permitting. 



Bluewater, Greenhithe 

6 Although undeniably a shopaholic’s 
dream, Bluewater boasts leisure, 
hospitality, and kids facilities also. 
Shops are open from 10am to 9pm, 
Monday to Saturday (5pm Sunday), and bars, 
restaurants, and the cinema are open until 
late. 

Albeit now homing more than 60 places to 
eat, and 300 stores, this was not always the 
case. Before opening in March 1999, the site 
was a chalk quarry situated among 50-metre 
high cliffs. The building’s site is 240 acres and 
is surrounded by a 50 acre landscape of lakes, 
parkland and trees, meaning nowadays it can 
be an idealic picnic location. 

In terms of shopping, Bluewater has literally 
every shopping genre covered. Whether that’s 
kids clothes, men’s shoes, kitchenware, doggy 
accessories, or your weekly foodshop, 
Bluewater has it all. It is camp to big names 
such as House of Fraser, Marks & Spencer, 
Accessorise, and the Apple Store. 

And it’s a similar story for food outlets. 

Going to Bluewater to eat is foolproof. No 
matter what food takes your fancy on any 
given day, you will find it there. If you fancy an 
Italian, there is a newly opened Bella Italia. 
Mexican anyone? There’s a Wahaca. Or for the 
seafood lover, first choice could be Loch Fyne. 

After a shopping spree, you could take 
advantage of Bluewater’s 13-screen Showcase 
cinema, which on Saturdays is open until 
3am. 

Quite unusually for a shopping centre, and 
steering away from the shopping altogether, is 
Bluewater’s nature trail. The nature trail 
consists of swan lake, Bluewater beach, 
mosaic tunnel, a play area, and believe it or 
not, a range of wildlife. Potentially Bluewater 
could be the free summer activitiy kids love.

Bewl Water , 

7 Lamberhurst 

Waterbabies should 
definitely take note of 
this Kent spot. 

Bewl Water claims to be the 
largest stretch of open water in 
the south east, and is open all 
year round. It’s free to enter, 
and the price of car parking has 
been reduced down from £8 to 
£2 for the day. 

This 800 acre landscape 
provides healthy outdoor fun 
for all ages and abilities. 
Recreational activities include 
fishing, cycling, boating, and 
nature walks which, if you 
have the time, includes a 12 
and a half mile scenic route. 

To take a trip out into the 
lake on either a pedal boat, or 
in a rowing boat costs £15 per 
hour, or £35 for three hours, or 
alternatively you could cycle 
along the nature trails with 
adult bike hire prices ranging 
from £7 for an hour to £22 for 
the day, and children’s bike hire 
costing £5 for an hour and £15 
for the day. 

Naturally there are places to 
eat onsite, counting the 
Waterfont Restaurant and Cafe, 
and The Boat House Bistro.

8 Tonbridge 

This is another attraction for 
history buffs, whether they are 
young or old, Penshurst Place 
will undoubetly have something to give 
everyone. 

Adults can gain admission to the house, 
gardens and grounds for £10.80, and 
children can enter for £6.50. 

The house today has a ‘see, play, eat, 
learn’ initiative for visitors, and being such 
a historic house there is an inundation of 
history to learn. In the 16th century the 
house was owned by Henry VIII who 
inherited it from his father, and then used 
it as a hunting lodge before giving it to 
Anne of Cleves in their divorce settlement. 

Nowadays you can tour the house and 
the gardens, while children can tackle the 
adventure playground, look for wildlfie in 
the woodland trail, or manoeuvre their 
way through the maize maze. 

Why not see the scenes from a bike as 
well? There’s a cycle route that runs from 
Tonbridge to Penshurst Place which has 
been placed in the top 10 scenic cycle 
routes by VisitEngland.

Port Lympne (Hythe), 

9 and Howletts 
(Canterbury) 

If being surrounded by any 
and every animal imagina¬ 
ble sounds like your idea of heaven 
then both Port Lympne, and Howletts 
are right up your street. 

Port Lympne calls itself an African 
and Asian animal safari experience 
spanning across 100 acres of 
landscape. The park is open from 
9.30am - 6.30pm everyday in the 
summer months, and if you buy your 
tickets online you recieve a 10% 
discount - on-the-door single ticket 
admission is £25 for an adult and £21 
for a child.

Bus stop dangers at 
Detling showground 


YOU have recently reported on the 
Kent County Show at Detling. 
However, there is a problem with 
safety regarding the bus stop 
serving this site for the various 
event that take place at the 
showground during the year. 

At the South East Bus Festival, 
held at the Detling site at around 
Easter time (it was on April 2 this 
year), a shuttle bus is provided 
from the site’s outer car park area, 
and this goes northward to the 
Stockbury roundabout and serves 
one of the conventional bus stops 
on the way back (in order to 
connect into and out of normal 
service 333/334 buses towards 
Maidstone), before continuing 
down Detling Hill and then back up 
to the showground. 

I assume similar arrangements 
apply at other events at Detling. 

This, however, leaves a problem 
with arrangements for the bus stop 
for journeys from Maidstone 
towards Sittingbourne. 

The bus stop is located a little way 


mandate based on such as the last 
two groups above proposals.

333/334 journeys.

S SANGYONG is flexing its muscles in the 
wake of Hyundai and Kia’s success here. 

Using the same well-warranted, high 
value stance of those better known 
brands, but tending towards the fashion¬ 
able SUV/crossover style, South Korea’s fourth larg¬ 
est car maker has expanded both range and sales. 

The latest addition is a well-judged stretched 
XLV version of the Tivoli entry model launched 
last year and priced from £12,950. The XLV adds 
238mm to the standard car’s length, thereby de¬ 
livering 720 cubic litres of space - bettering top 
family estates like the VW Passat (650 litres). 

SsangYong says the XLV (from £18,250) is “a 
multi-role, multi-function solution” equally adept at 
lugging baby buggies and kids’ stuff, bikes and golf 
clubs for the sporty, or all the kit for a working week. 

As with all SsangYongs it also comes with a 
five-year/unlimited mileage warranty, rather 
than the industry norm - a miserly three 
year/60,000-mile ticket. 

SsangYong - which means ‘double dragons’ - 
made its UK debut in the 1990s with the Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz-powered Musso, but was dogged by 
corporate instability until the 2011 takeover by 
India’s Mahindra group and a UK return. 

The range flagship is the Rexton, a thorough 


revamp of the previous car, which sold on its 
4x4 towing prowess at a sensible price. The re¬ 
vised ‘W’ (£22,995) has the same strengths but 
a more pleasing appearance inside and out. 

The mid-range Korando SUV (from £15,995) 
has the cachet of design by Italian master Giorget- 
to Giugiaro’s studio. Launched in 2011 and recent¬ 


ly updated, this car allowed SsangYong to start 
breaking through in the UK, a process accelerated 
by the smaller and even more affordable Tivoli last 
year. Finally, the Turismo is SsangYong’s space 
monster, a seven-seater with decent luggage space 
that makes it pretty much unbeatable as a people 
carrier - especially from £18,995. 
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Citroen's Picasso continues to shape up 


French marque’s C3 Picasso model continues to be a fresh and versatile design, 
appealing to a wide range of customers. We look at the model inspired by art 


P EOPLE carriers or MPVs 
are typically ‘one-box’ 
designs, so Citroen pulled 
a master stroke by 
adopting the name of 
Cubism creator Picasso. 

The French marque’s MPV 
sub-brand has since gone its own 
distinctive way with ‘cubist’ designs 
such as the C3 Picasso. 

When this car arrived in 2011 it 
not only impressed with its space, 
but a nod to SUV ruggedness, 
keeping it fresh in a market where 
4x4 styling cues are all the rage. 

And yet the upright structuring 
that bodes well for passenger space 
and load-carrying, is nicely blurred 
and ‘blings up’ well in dark colours 
with alloys, roof bars and add-ons. 

Interior quality and appeal 
matches the exterior and, despite a 
tall stance, it is not a bad drive either, 
though the pliant suspension and 
light steering is geared more to a 
relaxed and road-smoothing ride. 

But does it deliver as an MPV? 
Definitely, and at an aggressive price 
from £16,575, with loads of standard kit 
after a recent streamlining of the line-up. 

All passengers get generous head 
and legroom and the airy cabin can 
be enhanced by a full length 



panoramic roof if you opt for flagship 
Platinum trim (from £17,575). 

Of course, it shines most as a load 
carrier, enhanced by the front 
passenger seat back folding for extra 
load space within what is one of the 
longest cabins in its class, rivalling 


many MPVs in the segment above. 

It has a generous 500-litre boot, 
expandable to a van-like 1,506 litres 
adding to a broad appeal; ranging 
from family wagon to ‘funky wheels’

rear seats folded or a much deeper 
boot when they are upright. 

And much attention has been paid 
to detail for carrying the passengers’ 
bits and bobs. 

Dislikes? Well, the car’s handling 
might be too comfort orientated for 
some, and the centre mounting of 
the key dials and gauges is a bit old 
hat and penny-pinching. 

Countering these niggles though 
are excellent powertrain options: the 
light, lively and willing three-cylinder 
llObhp 1.2-litre petrol engine - as 
tested here - or the smooth four- 
cylinder 90bhp diesel (from £17,640).
